The „ figures of births and deaths shown in this 
statement for week ending the srd May, 19^8 relate 1 1 
133 towns from the States of Bihar, Delhi, Madras, 
Mysore, Orissa, Pondicherry, Punjab, Rajasthan and 
Uttar Pradesh, with a population coverage of 19,395 
thousands out of total population of 46,893 
thousands in 319 towns of the country. The 
number of births and deaths recorded in these 


towns were 8,574 aod 4,646 registering birth and 
death rates of 23 o and 12*5 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

The only town of Hathrus in Uttar Pradesh 
has recorded a high death rate ot 39*2 
per thousand of population, The following table gives 
the registered rates for different States: —
